The Perfons, mention’d in that Poem , are not fo confi- 
derable as thofe in the Liad ; but am it affords more 
Examples of ‘Virtue , arid = umber’ of ‘Moral 
Precepts for the Condu@ of Life. The chief Defign of 
the Poet was to teach Chaftity, Temperance, and Conju- 
gal Affe&tion. Penelope is fed as an excellent Model 
of thofe Virtues. Homer detcribes alfo the wonderful 
Prudence and Conftancy of U/yfis under all his Misfor- 
tunes ; and God’s Providence, who never’ forfakes good 
and pious Men, when they are expofed to the greateft

to Homer: He believes it was written by him in his 
Younger Years; and confutes Henry Stephens, and fome 
cdae Ribions who ay hie t6 be unworthy of that Ex- 
cellent Poet, 2.

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SEVERAL Particulars concerning the 
KNIGHTS FEMPLARS, 
and the Supprefion of their Order in Eng- 
land : Extracted from the W1Td. Volume of 
the Records of the Royal Archives , pub- 


HE Order of the Tiuplar i i 
T Year r118. for the Dace of thr ay ee 
Jerufalem, Their Girt Houfe, fitwated near the Temple, 
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occafion’d their being call'd Templars ; and afterwards aff 
their Houfes were call’d Temples. That Order was cog. 
firm’din the Council of Troyes , held in the Year 1429, 
and their Rule was compofed by St. Bernard. Thofe Re. 
ligious were divided into Two Clafles; one of Knighrs, 
and the other of Brothers. oe 

When Saladin had tonquer’d the Kingdom of Jerufs 
lem upon the Chriftians , the Templars removed into mott 
Parts of Europe; where they grew very powerful, and 
got vaft Riches, thro’ the Liberality of the People, and 
of Sovereign Princes, who admired the Virtues practifed 
among them. In Procefs of Time, their Wealth chang. 
ed their Humility into Pride; and whereas they lived at 
firft a very Exemplary Life , they fell into all manner of 
Vices; which rendred them very odious. 

Philip the Fair refolved to deftroy them , to reven 
himfelf of an Infurre&tion, which fome of "em had 
occafion’d at Parw, To that end, he met Pope ClemenrV, 
at Poitiers, where the Defttuction of the whole Order 
was refolved upon. Some profligate Men among them, 
either of theirown Motion, or bribed by, the King of 
France, charged the whole Order with the moft horrig 
Crimes: Whereupon Philip caufed all thofe, that were 
in his Dominions, to be arrefted ; and Fifty feven were 
burnt. © Not contented with this Revenge, he perfifted ig 
his Defign of Supprefling that Order ; and the Pope, 
who had engaged to do it, call’d a Geneval Council x 
Vienne, where that Order was interdited. 

England being very much concern’d in what was tranf. 
ated againft the Templars, becaufe they had vaft Eftates 
in thac Kingdom ; there are, in the Third Volume of 
Mr. Rymer’s Colle&ion , many Records relating to thar 
Matter, the chief whereof deferve to be known. 


The firft Piece (Pag. 18.) is an Anfwer of King 
Edward Il. to Philip the Fair, importing , That he can 
not believe what is contain’d in his Lerrer , concerning 
the Execrable Herefy that f{preads in Guieme. He adds, 
that heshas order’d the Senechal of gen to make a parti« 
cular Enquiry about that Affair, Tho’ the Zemplars are 
not nam'd in that Letter, yet’tis likely the King of France 
meaiic them, | 


Pag. 30. The next Piece is a Brief of Clement V, dis 
refted to King Edward ; wherein he fays, ‘That the King 
of France being informed, that the Templars renounced 
JESUS CHRIST at their Coming into the Order, 
{pit upon a Crucifix , worthipp’d an Idol in their Chap. 
ters, and committed other enormous Crimes, as the Great 
Mafter himfelf own’d; that Prince had order’d all thofe 
that were in his Dominions, to be arrefted upon one and 
the fame Day, and ‘their Eflares to be applied to the Ufe 
of the Holy War, if thofe Crimes were proved againft 
them. He adds, chat upon this Information from King 
Philip; he himfelf had examin'd one of the Knights, 
magna Generofitatis virum, who confefs’'d that hehad ree 
nounced JESUS CHRIST, and had feen the fame 
practifed in the Ifle of Gyrus, by Order of the Great Ma 
iter, in the Prefence of above Two Hundred Brothers, 
a Hundred whereof were Knights. Afterwards he -ex- 
horts King Edward to imitate the Example of the King 
Of France. That Brief is dated November 30. 1307.

F9ESUS CHRIST, and their Spitting upon a Cruci- 


‘ fix; and that fome of them had confefs'd fome Crimes, 


hich Modefty did not allow him to. mention. In the 
be place, he “atotens them, that he has appointed Three 
Cardinals, Four Englifb Bifhops, and fome French Clergy- 
men, to inform and proceed againft the Templars in Eng- 
land. 


Thofe Commiffioners being arrived , the King gave ex- 
prefs Orders to the Englifh Bithops , named in the Com- 
miffion, to be conftantly prefent at ali the Proceedings ; 
as it appears by an Order direéted to the Bifhop of Lin- 
coln, pag. 168. 


’Tis obfervable, that in all the Orders, given by that 
Prince to facilitate thofe Informations , this Claufe is al- 
ways to be feen, Ob Keverentiam Sedu Apoftolice. He 
was afraid, that this Tryal, being made in the Pope's 
Name, might be brought into a Precedent. . 


The Tryal being over, a National Council met at 
London , which condemn'’d the Templars; but they were 
not treated fo feverely as in France : They were only fhut 


up in Monafteries , having a moderate Penfion allowed 
them for their Maintenance. 


The General Council of Penne, being partly Sum- 
mon’d to condemn the Templars, met in the Year 1311 ; 
but the Sentence was only publith’d. in the Second Seffi- 
on, held in May 1312. ‘Tis generally believed that thie 
Council condemn'’d them; but ’tis more reafonable to 
follow the Opinion of fome Hiftorians, who feem to be 
better informed. They fay, that the Council did not ap- 
prove that the whole Order fhould be fupprefs'd , for the 
Crimes of fome of its Members; the more, becaufe the 
Templars had not been canvifed, nor fummon'd to appear 
in the Council. The fame Hiftorians add, That the Fa- 
thers being terrified by the Prefence of the Pope, who 
prefided in Perfon, and of the King of France, who affift- 
ed at the Second Seffion , durft not oppofe the Bull-of 
Condemnation , that was read in cheir Prefence. "Tis 
true, that in another Bull, to be found in the 323d. Page 
of this Colle&tion, Pope Clement affirms, that the Council 
approved what had been done againl the Templars; but 
it appears from the fame Bull) , that he could not wholiy 
fupprefs that Order, but only interdiS it for ever, be- 
caufe the Proceedings had not been altogether juridical. 
Thefe are his own Words: EFjufdemq; Ordinis fatum, ha- 
bitum, atque nomen, . . . Sacro apprdbante Concilio , non per 
modum difiuitive Sententia , cum eam fuper bee, fecundim 
inguifitioness Q procefjus, mow poffcmus ferre dejure, fed per 
viam Provifionis, @ Ordination Apoftolice, irrefragabili, & 
perpetuo valitura fupftulimus SanGione; ipfum arse Ady 
petua fupponentes, Univerfa etiam, bona Ordinis prelibari, 
Apoftolice Sedis ordinationi & difpofitieni, audtoritare Apofte- 
licw duximus refervanda, 


Whereby it appears, that tho’ the Pope alledges the 
Authority of the Council , yet he aés in his own Name, 
by virtue of: his Apoftolical Authority. Nay, it may be 
faid, that the Approbation of the Council, mention'd by 
the Pope, agrees well enough with the Account of fome 
Hiftorians; fince there is little Probability , that Men, 
appointed Judges in a Bufinefs ate great Moment, fhould 
have approved a Senténce, which they durft not pro- 
nounce. . Befides , ‘tis highly probable , that the Pope, 
who call'd.the Council chiefly to condemn the Templars, 
would gladly have left che Management of that Affair to 


that Affembly ; if they had been inclined to go a 
bout it, 


In the fame Bull, above mention‘d, the Pope declares, 
That after having entrufted the Holy See with the Dif- 
pofal of the Eftates belonging to the Temp/ars, he had for 
a long time confulted with the Cardinals, Patriarchs, 
Archbifhops, Bifhops, Prelates, and others that were at 
the Council ; and that he had at aft thought fit ro ad+ 
judge their Eftates to the Order of St. Fokn of Ferufa- 
lem, through the Fulnefs of his Apoftolical Power. How- 
ever he excepted the Lands, fituated in Cafile; Arragén, 


Portugal, and the Ifle of Majorca; the Difpofal of which 
he referved to himfelé "Tis ro be obferved, that hedoes 
not fay it was a Refolution of the Council ; but only, 
that he would excommunicate ail thofe, who fhould keep 
the Eftates of the Templars , and refufe ro deliver them to 


the Order of St. fobn, within a Morith after the firit De- 
mand, P. 383. 


This Bull was quickly followed by a Brief, direSted 
to King Edward ; wherein the Pope exhorts him to fub- 
mit to chat Difpofal, and to enjoin all the Earls and Ba- 


rons to refign to the Knights of St. Sosa all the Lands they 
were pofleis'd of. Pag. 326, 


When Edward did fo willingly contribute to the De- 
ftruction of the Templars, he did it in hdpes of getting 
their Sppils; and he had already begun to difpofe of 
them : It was therefore no {mall Surprize to him, when 
he heard that the Pope would force him to pare with 
them. The Pope's Brief came to him, when he was mot 
involved in domeftick Diffearions, that is, foon after Ga- 
vefton’s Death ; yet he maintain’d himfelf in the Pofleffi. 
on of thofe Lands till the End of the Year 1313. But 
at laft, the Prior of the Order of St. John in England, ha- 
ving got a Procu ation from the Great Mafter, prefented 
a Petition to him relating to that Subje@ : Wheren 
theKing,not daring to make any furtherO pofition, granted 
him his Requeft. However, being fentible of the great 
Injuftice that was done him, he made a Proteftation before 
a Notary, wherein he declared, that he refign’d thofe 
Lands. for no other Reafon, but to avoid the Danger to 
which he fhould expole himfelf , by refufing to comply ; 
confidéring the little time allowed him in the Bull, ac- 
cording to the Claufe, which the Prior took care to infere 
in his Petition, But he protefted, that what he did,fhould 
not prejudice bis Rights, northofe of ‘his Subje&s, which 


he would maintain in a propertimé. This Proteftation 
is to be found in Pape 51.’ 


The Englifh, on whom the King had freely beftowed 
part of thofe Lands, and thofe,who had bought them, 
obeyed with great Reluttagty. In the Year 1322. fome 
were ftill poflett of thofe Lands ; which occafion'd a ve. 
ry fharp Complaint of Pope Joh XXUb to King Edward, 
Page 957, | es x 


Their Reafon was, that the Pa:liament had not con- 
fented to the yielding up of thole Lands, which, accord. 
ing tothe Laws of cle Country; were forfeited to the 
Crown, and not tothe Pope, or the Knights of St. Jobn. 
Nay, it fcems the Latrer weee afraid, thar che Parliamenr 
would fome time or other take that Matrer jntoé Confide. 
ration ; and tlerefore they earneftly defired the Popéd to 
write to Edward, that he might obtain the Confent of the 
Parliament to what had been, done. And ateotdingly it 
appears, in the next Volume, chat in the Year 1j24. Ea- 
ward writ to the Pope, thar chis Affair had been debated 
in Parliament, ahd that he d the Kni of St. John 
would remain in Poffeffion of the Lands belonging heres 
tofore to the Templars: Vol, IV. Pag: 46. - 


I thought thefe Partieylars would not be unacceptable 
to the Readers, elpecially confidering that there are but 
few printed Copies of Mr. Rymer’s Collection, and that 
few People have {een it. | ! | :

The Pieces, contain’d in thefe Two Volumes, are not 
to be found in the great Colle&ion publifh’d at the Hague 
in Four Volumes in Folio, during the Peace of Ryfwick. 
Moft of them had never been printed, or had only ap- 
pear'd in flying Papers, that may eafily be loft. 


This Colle&tion is alfo different from that of feveral 
Treaties of Peace, &c. Divers Traitex de Paix, de Confedea 
ration, d° Alliance, de Commerce, &c. faits depuis fnneate 
ans entre les Etats Souverains del’ Europe, in Two Volumes 
of the fame fize, printed at the Hague in 1707. 


The firft Piece in M. du Mont's Colle&ion is a Treaty 
between Philip IV. King of Spain, and Frederick Henry 
Prince of Orange, fign’d the 8th of Fenuary, 1647. The 
laft Piece contains the Jate Preliminary Articles or a Ge- 
neral Peace.
